IRISH MEMBERS AROUSED 


HOW MADDEN REPLACED BALFOUR-IN THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS, - 


Gladstone Speech Attracts a Great Crowd— 
Proceedings of the Parneli Commission 
Another Frontier Incident in France— 
The Andrieux-Guyot Duel—Russia’s New 
Minister of Railways—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-NDispateh. 

London, November 2.—The scene in the 
House of Commons yesterday was more an- 
mated than on any previous oocasion of the 
present autumn sitting. Balfour's Minesse, 
although not serious, obliges him to keep his 
bed and decline to adopt the suggestion of 
his colleagues that the introduction of the 
land-purebase scheme should be postponed 
for a week. Therefore he sent the notes which 
he had prepared forthe speech which he in- 
tended to make, and these materially assisted 
Mr. Madden, Solicitor-General for Ireland, in 
bis opening speech. In consequence of the 
absence of Balfour, matters went more 
smoothly than was expected, Mr. Madden not 
having the faculty of goading the Irish mom 
bers into frequent interruptions like Mr. 
Balfour. Madden, who was only elected 
member for Dublin University last 
year on the acceptance ofa judgeship by Mr. 
Holmes, and who was directly afterward 
made Solicitor-General for Ireland, is a man 
of sound information and engaging manners, 
but with rather an affected Dundreary style of 
speaking, which frequently causes amuse- 
ment, especially when he has to pronounce 
the names of Irish members. His speech was 
attentively heard, but it was nut until it was 
nearly time for Gladstone to introduce his 
amendment that the House was really 
crowded, Then it was so full that many mem 
bers had to find seats in the galleries, where 
also there were many strangers. Henry 
George was among the visitors present. Mr. 
Gladstone spoke with animation for an bour 
and a halt. 

THE QUEENSLAND GOVERFORSRI?.

THE PARNELL INQUIRY. 

The Irish members intend to produce as re- 
butting evidenoce,an official circular of instruc- 
tions to Land League branches, a particularily 
strongly worded one, against outrages in 1481, 
when crime was very ripe. The return of 
agrarian outrages in Ireland, just issued, 
shows that in the quarter which ended on the 
30th of September last, the number recorded 
was 178, of which sixty-five were merely 
threatening letters.

THE PARNELL COMMIS6ION. 

Loxpor, November . —Tbe Farnell Com- 
mission resumed ite sitting to-day.

THK “ONE-MAN POWERS." 


Powderly Acquires It in the Knight ef Labor 
General Assembly. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 20.—‘‘Spy- 
ism’’ is the theme of T. P. Barry’s second cbhap- 
ter in the serial story he is publishing about 
the actions of the Powderly Administration of 
the affairs of the Knights of Labor. He goes 
over actions of various délegates at Rich- 
mond, at Minneapolis and in this city 
and accuses them of spying upon 
the actions ofall the delegates suspected of 
opposing Powderly. In this fustallment of his 
story, which was given to the late last 
night, he also gives the names of members of 
the order, whom, he says, Powderly and the 
board discharzed to ‘make places for 
non-union clerks who were their 
pets. Barry and his friends are expressin 
great indignation atthe action of the Genera 
Assembly and at the report of the Grievance 
Committee yesterday in the cases of Gleason 
and Bloomer. They say these cases are sim- 
Har to that of Barry, and that the action was 
very inconsistent. m. Gleason of Chicago 
had been expelled by the District As- 
sembly Court, instead of by the locais 
as the laws of the order direct. 
The General Assembly so held and 
thereby went exactly opposite to tneir action 
in the Barry case. Bloomer’s case was iden- 
tical with Barry’s. He was expelled by the 
General Executive Board, as Barry had ; 
and claimed that only his local could try bim, 
as Barry also bad claimed. The committee 
reported against Barry, but favored Bloomer. 
The genera! assembly by vote expelled both. 
As has been said, Barry's friends have been 
very indignant at this, and they are feeling 
sanguine of success in a new order. 

Already telegrams of sympathy and express- 
ing adesire to join him have been received 
from many parts of the country by Barry. 
These come in several instances from officers 
of local assemblies of the Knights of Labor, 
and Barry countson their supportin his new 
organization. However, his following is still 
uncertain, and time only will develop how 
strong it is. 

THE ‘‘ONE-MAN POWERR.’’ 

That Powderly is the ruling mind in this 
General Assembly has been evident 
for some time, and it 
than ever apparent at 
session to-day. As was 
dispatches yesterday, Pewderly had si 
his willingness to continue in office under cer- 
tain conditions. The report of the 
Committee on Law was submitted 
and was exactly in accordance with 
the conditions expressed by Powderly.

General Master Workman Powderly and 
General Worthy Foreman Richard Griffiths of 
Chicago, will probably retained in 
their present positions and will under 
these new laws select their own advisers.

enough to carry the election for Terri- 
torial Delegate to Congress, easily evaded 
the act by writing letters of withdrawal 
to the church and presenting these letters 
accepted and indorsed by the church 
authorities as proofs that they had severed 
all connection with the church. They 
failed to carry the election only 
because there were not quite 
enough of them to _ outvote the 
other residents. This incident shows how 
they may, when they are numerous 
enough, occupy, possess and govern the 
future States of Idaho, Utah, Arizona and 
New Mexico, if RANDOLPH TUCKER’s anti- 
polygamy amendment to the Constitution 
be not adopted to head them off.. Its twin 
relic may give us as much trouble as 
slavery did. Mormon harems will soon 
stock those Rocky Mountain regions with 
voting majorities if, instead of wiping 
out polygamy as we wiped out slavery, by 
constitutional amendment, we fortify it 
with State autonomy in a cluster of States 
destined to be ruled sooner or later by the 
rapidly multiplying fraternity of “‘Latter- 
Day Saints.“ 


ON a vote of 259,965 the Indiana Demo- 
crats elect ten Congressmen, and ona 
vote of 264,556the Indiana Republicans 
elect only two. This is the result ofa 
carefully executed job of gerrymandering 
by the Democrats.

Recorder of Voters Williams Gives the Fig- 
ures of the Colored Vote in Detail and 
Shows That the Hendricks Association 
Committee Talked, but Knew Nothing— 
The Negro Vote on November 6. 


W October 20 the Regis- 
tration Committee of 
the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, composed of Paul 
C. Blerman, John W. 
O'Connell and M. A. 
Fanning, sent in a 
communication to the 
Board of Revision 
which was then in ses- 
sion looking over and 
revising the poll 
books. This committee, which was working 
under the patronage of the Hendricks Associ- 
ation and several other dlubs, made very 
sweeping charges in regard to the negro regis- 
tration in the city. Wards were desig- 
nated where the investigations of 
this committee, made at great expense, 
showed that the negroes were being 
colonized in droves, the supply being down 
from all along the river and the small towns 
on the Illinois shore opposite the elty. Where 
this self-constituted Advisory Committee got 
the figures to work from bas not been re- 
vealed. The matter was submitted to the 
board, whien decided that the advice was un- 
necessary, and showed considerable presump- 
tion on the part of those volunteering it. 
Recorder Williams took an interest in 
the matter and decided to get up 
some figures after the elections. 
The figures were made up and tabulated 
yesterday, and show the total negro registra- 


tion and the total negro vote in every ward in 

the city. A comparison between the Record- 

er’s figures and the estimates of the Hen- 

dricks Association Committee is interesting. 
WHAT THE COMMITTEE SAID. 

The report of the committee says: The 
organization for which we speak has em- 
ployed in each ward tn the city three or more 
canvassers who have made a clean, accurate 
and thorough canvass of allthe wards in the 
city, and have, in addition to reporting the 
names of parties who were entitled to register 
and who were not registered, presented in- 
formation concerning some of the wards, as 
follows: 

FIRST WARD. = 

In the First Ward many negroes not en- 
titled to vote have been registered from An- 
chor Line steamboats at houses along Spruce 
and Almond streets and the Levee. These 
men have never been citizens of St. Louis and 
of course are not entitled to vote in this city.’’ 

Recorder Williams’ figures show in the First 
Ward 284 negroes registered and 226 negro 
votes cast. 

SECOND WARD. 

The report of the committee says: 

In the Second Ward the canvassers re- 
ported that numbers of negroes working on 
the Northern packet lines, living at Dubuque 
and other points along the Upper pnp a 
are reported as having registered from alleys 
between Morgan street and Franklin avenue 
and Eighth and Ninth streets, and between 
Franklin avenue and Wash and Sixth and 
Seventh streets, and on Morgan street near 
the Levee and on the Levee.’’ 

The books show in the Second Ward 308 reg- 
istered negroés and 237 negro votes at the last 


election. 
THIRD WARD. 

The committee report says: 

In the Third ard it is reported that 
negroes —— from East Carondelet, III. 
have registered from that part of the w 
between Broadway and the Levee and Pine 
and Autumn streets. 

The books show 202 registered and 160 voted 
at the last election. 

FOURTH WARD. 

The report says: 

From the Fourth Ward it is reported that 
negroes from Venice, II., and lack Jack 
have located and are registered from houses 
that are to-day positively empty in the south- 
ern partof the ward, between Wash street 
on the south, Seventh street on the east, 
O’Falion street on she north and along the en- 
tire Levee front. 

The books show 85 registered negroes in 
the Fourth Ward and @2 negro votes cast. 

BIGHTH WARD. 

The committee com munication says: 

Reports have been received from 
Eighth Ward that negroes in great nu 
have been registered from places between 
Ninth and Eleventh streets and Cass avenue 
and Clinton street; also Tenth and Eleventh 
streets between Wash and Carr streets.’’ 

The figures in the Eighth Ward are 801 reg- 
istered and 230 voted. 

TENTH WARD. 

The committee report goes on to state;

Mr. Oharies Green, the President of the St. 
Louis Fair Association, arrived in the city 
this morning trom New Tork, where be has 
been attending the meeting of the American 
Turf Congress. The Western torfmen went 
East for the avowed purpose of forming a 
national association for the purpose of se- 
curing uniformity in the rules governing 
race tracks and raciog men for the better pro- 
tection of all concerned, both in the East and 
West. They wishedto briagall the jockey 
clubs and associations under one banner, 80 
as to be mutually protected in all their actions 
and decisions aud avoid conflict of all kinds. 

Their motives and objects, while not abused, 
with one exception, by the Eastern press, 
were certainly mot enoouraged to an over- 
whelming extent, and the general impression, 
bowever it was conveyed, was that they would 
fall in their efforts. They very disagreeably 
surprised those who opposed them and very 
agreeably surprised those who wianed them 
woll but feared forthe results. 

„We more than accomplished what we went 
Fast for, said Mr. Green this morning toa 
reporter for the PoOsST-DISPATCH, who called 
on him at his office. ‘‘We went there for the 
purpose of forming a national association, 
and we have done 80. 

‘‘Oommittees représenting the East and the 
West are now at work upon the details of the 
new body and when they have finished their 
work there will be called another meeting in 
Cincinnati when the association will be regu- 
larly organized and the new rules adopted. 


There was a mass of matter recommended 4 
the Congress for the adoption, principally af- 
fecting the weights.
